The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1,12 and 16, the closest prior art of record, Rice et al does not disclose the 
following limitations: a PLL circuit outputs a signal of which an undesired frequency 
component is removed and an AGC circuit which controls a gain of a modulating signal 
based on the signal outputted from the PLL.
